come this year, with surpluses of 
poultry and clairy products. Cherry 
yields were good with higher prices 
this year. Yields of peaches and 
apples were above norm al with 
very weak prices both on the fresh 
m arket and at the processors, par­ 
ticularly late in the season. 
“The general livestock situation 
was som ew hat im proved over last 
year, with pork com m anding high­ 
er prices. Beef prices have not in­ 
creased 
greatly. 
However 
the 
price picture has stabilized and 
feeders have an easier tim e of 
planning their feeding program s. 
“The prevalence of insects was 
accentuated by the long hot dry 
sum m er. Effective control was dif­ 
ficult because of rapid 
build-up 
and less effectiveness of som e of 


j the insecticides in hot dry w eather. 
Disease control w-as difficult early 
in the season, but was less diffi­ 
cult in late season. 
Labor Picture 
“ Year around farm labor was 
still scarce and high priced. Sea­ 
sonal labor was plentiful for the 
first tim e since the 
war. 
Many 
growers could be selective in their 
hiring.” 
The report indicated that Zettle 
and Assisant County Agent Atttng- 
er held 210 m eetings during the 
year, with a total attendance of 
6,526. They m ade 634 farm visits 
and sent out 15,100 copies of cir­ 
cular 
letters 
on 
farm 
subjects, 
plus 9.032 copies of other letters 
giving details, and m ade IOO radio 
broadcasts. They traveled 15,533 
m iles by auto in their work, and 
had Extension specialists here on 
107 days to help wih the work. 
The report shows that “ attem pts 
were m ade to present the latest 
outlook and economic inform ation I 
to farm fam ilies in order tha they 
could m ake needed 
adjustm ents 
and changes In their farm ing prac­ 
tices, Surpluses and over produc­ 
tion a.e serious problem s facing 
the farm er of this county, and how 
he adjusts his farm ing operationg 
to these conditions m ay determ ine 
his sability and welfare in years 
to com e.” 
In Mechanical Age 
The report also notes; “ Agricul­ 
ture is coming of age m echanical­ 
ly. The investm ent in m achinery 
on many county farm s equals or 
surpasses the actual investment in 
' land 
and 
buildings. 
This 
was 
brought about largely by the scar­ 
city of farm labor. And taking the 
drudgery out of farm ing by the 
use of m achinery has helped keep 
‘he good farm boys home on the 
farm .” 
Very little second cutting of hay 
was 
m ade 
on 
Adams 
County 
farm s because of the dry w eather, 
the report shows. “ Much of the 
com did not m ature properly be­ 
cause of adverse conditions, A se­ 
rious roughage and grain shortage 
existed with m any of the live­ 
stock raisers. To cope with this 
situation three trench silo meetings 
were held at farm s where trench 
silos were in ase. It was felt th at 


j much of the Immature corn could 
be thus used to the greatest ad- 
I vantage. 
“ As a result of these meetings, 
newspaper and radio Information, 
m any trench silos w e re 'construct­ 
ed.'’ 
Continuing, Zettle and Attinger 
said: “ Acreage controls were in 


effect for 
w heat 
and 
voluntary 
acreage allotm ents for corn. 
In 
complying w'ith these allotm ents 
many farm ers had to make a shift 
in their crop production. The only 
alternative left to m any farm ers 
was more acres of grassland. In 
view of this situation, along with 
other factors, the agronomy Gro­ 
gram 
was geared toward more 
grassland. But more grass is not 
enough—-it m ust be more grass 
of a higher quality and then uti­ 
lized to a better advantage.” 
Tested 1,815 Soil Sample* 
Eighteen hundred and forty-five 
soil sam ples tested for lime re­ 
quirem ent showed “ 34 per cent of 
the fields did not need lime; 20 
per cent needed only one ton of 
lime, 29 per cent needed one to 
two tons of lime; 
16 5 per cent 
needed two to three tons of lime 
and .5 per cent needed more than 
three tons of lime. 
“ It .should be realized however 
that most of the fields that were 
tested would have been limed and 
the tests not been m ade. One can 
readily appreciate the amount of 
liming money th at was saved. The 
sam e lime can be put on other 
fields that need it.” 
Reporting on 353 complete soil 
analysis tests m ade. 
Zettle and 
Attinger observed that the tests 
showed th at 48 per cent of the 
farms tested were found to be low 
in phosphorous in the soil; “ we 
did not expect to find, as we did, 
that 69 per cent of our soils were 
low or extrem ely low in potas­ 
sium . This m ay be the key to some 
of the 
difficulty 
experienced 
rn 
getting and keeping legume stands. 
The tests also showed that our 
soils are critically low in organic 
m atter, 59 per cent low. or ex­ 
trem ely low. 
This 
indicates the 
im portance 
and 
need 
for 
more 
grassland 
in the rotation.” 
Small D airym an Going 
Com m enting on the general live­ 
stock picture, the report states, 
“ Many sm all dairy producers have 
gone out of business because of 
hoasing and health restrictions. 
(MORE) 
“Many of these same farmers 
have switched over to a beef breed­ 
ing herd, or lo feeding beef cattle. 
This situation has presented many 
questions .elative to housing, feed­ 
ing and managem ent m’hlch have 
been 
handled 
on 
the 
individual 
basis.” The report then tells of the 
success of the Brucellosis testing 
campaign 
which 
resulted 
in 
13 
townships signing for the testing 
and hopes that the other townships 
will sign during the coming year. 
Continuing, the report observed: 


“Adams County m aintains a sizeable 
sneep population. A high percent­ 
age of these raisers participate in 
three wool pools fields in adjoining 
counties. Swine 
production 
con­ 
tinues as in the past with a great 
m ajority of farmers keeping ttome 
pigs. 
Dairy Trend Noted 
“The dairy industry contributes a 
large share of the farm income of 
Adams County. 
Many of the small 
producers have been forced out of 
the dairy business because of strict 
health anc! housing requirements 
and we see a trend toward larger 
herds. 
This trend has been going 
on for sometime and probably will 
continue. Extension 
has planned 
its dairy program to fit these chang­ 
ing conditions. 
“Much surplus milk this 
year, 
particularly early in the season, has 
caused a price decrease in milk. 
This has tightened the economic 
.squeeze on the dairyman. 
More ef­ 
ficient production and better herd 
m anagement was stressed . . . the 
greater use of quality roughages, 
particularly grass silage, and im­ 
proved pastures and hay land were 
stressed. 
The ase of better breed­ 
ing and selection and the use of 
artificial breeding was emphasized. 
The Dairy Herd Imorovement Asso­ 
ciation has done much for the dairy 
industry of the county. Unfortun­ 
ately it enrolls only 48 members and 
needs to be expanded. 
Better hous­ 
ing is another problem facing many 
county dairymen. 
“The poultry program was execut­ 
ed primarily through the county 
poultry 
federation which has a 
membership of 250. 
“Farm woodlots throughout the 
county are not of too great an 
economic importance. 
Most of the 
farm woodlots are small and are 


populated by much scrub oak and 
poorer species of trees.” 
Fruit Marketing Weak 
After describing the work in fruit 
during the year, the meetings, the 
spray schedules and individual work 
I 
writh orchardists, the report con­ 
tinues: “Marketing, although not 
tied directly with culture, Is a weak 
link in the fruit Industry of Adams 
County, The county has 
always 
been a processing count:;; the m a­ 
jority of the growers have always 
thought in terms of the processor. 
As a result, in a year of a heavy 
crop snecial problems are involved. 
Extension recommendations I it va­ 
rieties have been for a dual purpose 
apple which is equally good for the 
processor and the fresh market. 
Pruning recommendations have been 
for maximum fruit color and the 
spray .schedule has been developed 
for a better finish. The big need 
for the future of the fruit industry 
in this county is in the field of m ar­ 
keting with special emphasis on the 
fresh m arket phase.” - 
Mites, both the red and spotted 
mites, were “serious problems on 
fruit this year. They built up faster 
and the insecticides lid not seem as 
effective in the hot dry weather. 
Aphids and codling moth were seri­ 
ous. Fire blight, a serious problem 
in adjoining counties and states, 
was not a serious problem here, but 
enough was present to w arrant nro- 
tective measures next year. 
Pow­ 
dery mildew was present in some 
orchards with control very difficult 
and expensive. 
Use New Spray Schedule 
"In the last two years a lot of 
stress has been placed on an im­ 
proved spray program for apples. 
Tills program, based on the research 
of the University Fruit Laboratory 
at Arendtsville, has given higher 


yields and a fruit with better finish 
and higher m arket quality. This 
year 
saw 
many 
mere 
growers 
switching to this new spray scneri- 
ule. Fruit counts were made and 
insect and disease injury was the 
smallest in many years. 
"Tomato 
growers 
found 
russet 
mite,” a relatively new insect, a 
problem on many fields and re­ 
quired special sprays. Spotted mites 
also were a seen on some fields for 
the first time. Late blight was not 
a problem However early blight 
and gray leaf spot presented a seri­ 
ous problem late in the season. 
"Special emphasis was placed on 
i spittle bug control on legume crops 
this year. Three field dem onstra­ 
tions were held. In one of the 
demonstrations an increase of 5,000 
pounds of green m atter per acre was 
obtained. These figures emnhasis 
the importance and practicability of 
control. 
“Alfalfa weevil w-as found over 
most of the county for the first time 
this year and may present a serious 
problem in the next year.” 
Tribute To Hartman 
Concerning the county’s bee popu­ 
lation, the report showed: "more 
foul brood showed up *han usual, 
indicating more control measures 
are necessary.” 
The work of the Senior Extension 
club and the 4-H clubs was also out­ 
lined 
in the report. Credit was 
given in the report to the “many 
agencies and groups of the county 
which greatly assisted extension in 
carrying out Its program.” 
Credit was also paid th - late M. T. 
Hartman, county agent here for 
nearly 30 years, who died in Sep­ 
tember, 1953, for the program he 
had begun over the y?ars and which 
was carried on by Zettle and At­ 
tinger 
following 
Mr. 
Hartm an's 
death.

WILL RANISH 
AIR POLLUTION

BERKELEY, Calif. (JI—Science 
will learn how to banish smogs 
and air pollution, one of the four 
horsemen which could doom mod­ 
ern cities, a smog researcher pre­ 
dicted today. 
But a lot of facts have to be 
learned first and it won’t be cheap, 
he said. 
Getting clean 
air 
for 
cities may cost as much as getting 
good water or good sewage dis­ 
posal. 
The prediction came from Lau­ 
ren B. Hitchcock, president and 
managing director, Southern Cali­ 
fornia 
Air Pollution Foundation, 
Los Angeles. 
He addressed the 
first symposium on air pollution 
held by the American Assn. for 
the Advancement of Science. 
Four Threat* 
Hitchcock said, ‘‘Scholars list air 
pollution among the four principal 
threats to the future of our cities, 
sufficient in combination to spell 
their doom. Congestion, noise and 
the high cost of living are the 
others.” 
In the Los Angeles Basin alone, 
autos, factories, rubbish burning 
and other operations pour 3,000 
tons of “potentially significant pol­ 
lutants” into the air daily, he said. 
That’s exclusive of vast tonnages 
of carbon monoxide and carbon 
dioxide. 
Some 2.000 tons come from ♦be 
public, 
the rest from 
industry. 
Auto exhausts account for more 
than 1,000 tons of this; 
rubbish 
burning for 500 tons. 
Air pollution is not simply a 
matter of coal smoke or other 
visible things; 
instead the vast 
quantities of invisible gaseous pol­ 
lutants “constitute the major part 
of the problem today.” 
Polluted 
air 
causes 
smarting 
eyes, mental depressions, damage 
to clothes, paints and other trou­ 
bles w’hose indirect costs 
must 
total hundreds of millions of dol­ 
lars for the nation annually, Hitch­ 
cock said. Damage to crops alone 
in the Los Angeles area is esti­ 
mated at several millions annually. 
Incomplete burning of gasoline 


probably costs each American mo­ 
torist $20 a year in wasted fuel 
—a billion dollars plus for all the 
nation’s drivers—and sends huge 
clouds of gaseous pollutants into 
city air. 
All tile effects upon health can­ 
not be measured yet, he continued. 
There is conjecture that spoiled 
air may play a role in causing 
lung cancer.

Eng., smogs.
